Herring Fishers. 

London Mail: Even before the pale. 
gtrengthless sunshine of a wintry day- 
break glints in a bar of gold across the 
sea, the east coast fishing boats are mov- 
ing in silent, broken procession home- 
ward across the water. Like tiny shadows 
they steal from out of the cold 2riy 
mists upon the horizon, and slowly upon 
asleepy swell pass the deserted pierheads 
into the docks. 

The town of “lovely. lazy Lowestoft’ 
ig as yet not fully aware; but her big 
fish markets already ring with the sharp, 
detached sounds of early morning work. 
For the past few hours have been hours 
of luck for the east coast men and the 
Visiting fleets from the north assemblsi1 
bere, and millions of herrings will pass 
through the markets before, on the 
ebbing tide, the boats will once more pass 
with the passing daylight to their work 
out at sea. 

Young as is the day, the whole length 
and neighboring piers 
and quays are already fringed with drift- 
ers, and as yet there is no break in the 
belt of incoming boats which stretches 
to the horizon. Hour after hour they 
straggle in, and deeper grows the fringe 
Soon the struggle to 
éffect a landing merges into a veritable 
fight. The steam capstans of outlying 
Grifters haul desperately on lines made 
fast to the quays, striving to wedge in 
the bows of their respective boats in 
Hkely places, and thus they force their 
Way through the crush to the market.

Isiands.—It not yet quite clear. in 

my mind which I missed most when 
I stepped inside the gates leading from 
the dock here at Jolo—whether DeWolf 
Hopper or Francis Wilson. I fully ex- 
pected one or the other to pop out and 
do a topical ‘song, for if ever there was 
a comic opera setting it {s here. A most 
beautiful setting it just if made 
to order for—oh, yes, it must be Hopper 
for the surroundings are those 
“Wang.’’ That we were not given ‘Casey 
at the Bat’’ (by request, of course) was 
a distinct disappointment. 

That was the only disanpointment this 
place has afforded, however. We are 
about as far south as the American flag 
filles on land. There are two small 
tions on other islands of the Sulu group 
a Httle farther down, but to al] 
and purposes this is the southernmost out- 
post. It is far enough south for me. We 
are just six degrees north of the equator. 
We were farther south at Singapore and 
still closer to the dividing line as w>? 
sailed from that city for Manila, Neither 
there nor here was it as hot as we faund: 
it at Manila or Cebu; those two blessed 
Spots can be compared only with the Red 
sea. Here it {s mild with real ocean 
breezes; I have tramped about even at 
midday without any great-discomfort. And 
here it is beautiful, as pretty a spot as 
can be found on the face of the earth.

Jolo—if you would speak correctly, pro- 
nounce the J as if it were H—will stick 
in my memory for its beauty, for its be- 
ing the chief city of the land of the su 
tan of Sulu, and for the fact that it 
the one city under the American flag 
where prohibition prohibits. 

For two of these three things the Ameri- 
cans are in no sense responsible; for the 
third, they can hardly claim any high 
degree of responsibility. A Spaniard made 
this one of the garden spots of earth. The 
Spaniards through long years of occupa- 
tion made this the chief city of the sul- 
tan’s domains, for the sultan himself does 
not live here. I do not think it stretching 
the truth to say that the Moros are 
chiefly responsible for this belng a prohi- 
bition city—one In which no man can buy 
a glass of beer or of whisky for love or 
money, and no man can get a drink save 
at the hospitable home of some citizen 
or at the Americin Ciub. 

So far as I have been able to analyze 
the testimony concerning the working of 
things since the abolition of the army 
canteen that act of congress has been 
provocative of increased drunkenness 
about army posts everywhere. Here, 
however, there are no blind tigers and 
no drinking dens about the post as there 
are elsewhere, and this is due to the fact 
that the Moros do not drink themselves 
and do not encourage drinking in others. 
They live all around this place, and they 
love-money dearly; yet there are no blind 
tigers and no places of any kind where 
drink can be bought. 

Those who advocated the abolition of the 
canteen may not have many exhibits to 
make in opposition to the repeal of that 
law, but tbey can put Jolo down as ex- 
hibit. “A.” I am more than willing to 
furnish them with this, for some day I 
may have a good deal to say on the other 
side of this interesting questiog. I will a 
little later have a few words to say to 
reformers on another line, for w1.ch Joio 
may be cited as an exhftbit.

The Moros Hve on the outside of this 
inclosed town. Inside the greater num- 
ber of the inhabitants are the inevitable 
Chinese who here, as elsewhere through- 
out the archipelago, are the merchants. 
There are among the residents of 
Jolo proper a good many Filipinos who | 
call themselves Manilamen or Zamboan- |

filled with brilliant tropical foliage. In | 
one of these a large number of tropical 
birds with their brilliant plumage add to 
the picturesqueness. There are fountains 
in the parks and clear, fresh water pours 
from watering places through real mod- 
ern faucets. This water gupply fs brought 
from a great spring on’a mountain not 
far away. The streets have concrete gut- 
ters to carry off the rainwater, and every- 
thing is scrupulously clean. All this may 
not seem surprising to those of you who 
have never Knocked about in the tropics, 
but after other places in the Philippines 
it seems to me hardly short of the mar- 
If I were to criticise the appear- 
ance of things at all, I would say that 
it all seems too good to be true, too good 
to be real; but I have no criticisms to 
make. No man who comes here can fail 
to be fascinated with the place. 

Outside the fortified town there fs quite 
a large Moro village. Under the present 
regime, this, too, is kept clean—as clean 
as a Moro village could be kept. There 
is a regular street-cleaning force at work 
all the time. The Moro boys I saw work- 
ing on this gang gloried in the discom- 
forts of shoes, evidently picked up from 
some soldiers, which prevented their do- 
ing anything like rapid work, but I don't 
think they would have exchanged places 
with anybody under the sun, unless it 
was with the members of the police 
force. Under the provost marshal there 
are Moro policemen and Filipino police-

widely known in the early sixties. Ed- 
ward John Eyre is the man. He was 
85 years old, and he had been living in 
retirement on a pension for nearly forty 


years. He became governor of Jamaica 
in 1862, just before the rebellion on the 
island. Soon after he got there the na- 


tives began to agitate for reform, and the 
severest measures were used by the gov- 
ernor to suppress the resultant ‘“riot- 
ing.”” Four hundred negroes were exe- 
cuted, 600 were flogged, 1,000 houses were 
burned, and at the end of it all Gov: 
ernor Eyre was recalled. England was 
divided into two camps. John Stuart Mill 
could not rest until Eyre had been tried 
for murder. Carlyle and Charles Kingsley 
set up a defense fund, and the governor 
was acquitted. A year or two after- 
wards, when the excitement had subsided, 
parliament refunded the ex-governor the 
cost of the trial and pensioned him for 
life. 

He was a man of no ordinary kind, as 
those know who are familiar with his 
Australian experiences. Sixty years ago, 
in 1840, the government of Australia se- 
lected him to lead five Europeans and 
three natives into the interior. The jour- 
ney proved to be impossible, and the 
party turned back after finding two lakes 
which had never been known before. 

Again Eyre set out; he determined to 
reach west Australia by the coast. That 
dreary stretch of a thousand miles was 
a quite untrodden path when the Victo- 
rian era began, and it was Edward John 
Eyre who told us what we know of it 
today. It is a long and painful story—a 
story of tragedy and horror, lit up with

Baxter 
pleaded to be taken back, but Eyre went 
On, and one night he came to his hut to 


find Baxter murdered and two of the 
blacks gone.

With the aid of his faithful servant he 
laid the body of the Englishman in a 
blanket on the rocky ground. To dig a 
grave was impossible. Then, leaving the 
dead between the desert and the sea, the 
two went on and on. King George's 
sound was reached at last, and a French 
whaler lay off the coast. Tt was heaven 
to the weary travelers, and for eleven 
days they rested and lived on decent food. 
Three weeks more took them to Albany, 
and from Albany they reached Adelaide 
again by sea. 

Such was the end of one of the most 
perilous exploring feats on record. Ed- 
ward John Byre and the boy, Wylie, 
whose names should be set down among 
the heroes, were the first human beings 
to set foot on a thousand miles of the 
British empire at the other side of the 
world. For twelve months they were un- 
heard of, and, when they emerged from 
the desert to tell their story to the world, 
they were not quite the same men who 
had left Spencer’s gulf the year before. 
They had passed through twelve months 
of agony almost unrivaled. But they had 
added one more page to the book of hu-

The of 
year saw Atlanta’s business Volume al- 
most doubled, as the clearing house fig- 
ures, dealing in millions, have so well 
shown. And so augmented in another 
year, the end of 1902 will tell a similar 
but a better story. Political dissensions 
there may be to replace those now so 
near to subsiding, but above all that 
there will be still the one common aim 
and purpose to advance the general wel- 
fare, prosperity and peace. 

The general prosperity caused the new 
century, one year ago, to be hailed with 
delight; the continuance everywhere of

of the century, if anything, even more 
welcome. 

The farmers have done well and there 
is more in’store for them; which means 
that all shall rejoice in good fortune 
accordingly. The seven fat kine have 
devoured the lean ones, and peace and 
plenty are in full sway.

But the question is. settled 
now for the next century, though many 
people are still in doubt as to which way 
it was decided.

A LARGE COLONY 


Plans Fermed To Bring 200 or 300 
German Families to Georgia. 


TO COME FROM WISCONSIN 


Tract of Land on the Southern Be- 
tween Atlanta and Columbus 
To Bo Secured—Prepara- 
tions Are Almost 
Completed. 


Final preparations are about to be made 
for the colonization in Georgia of two or 
three hundred families of Germans now 
living in Wisconsin, These plans are be- 
ing perfected by J. D. Behling, of Wlis- 
consin; L. C. Behling, of South Carolina, 
and A. H. Behling, of Atlanta, and be- 
fore the Ist of March it is expected the 
work of colonization will have begun, — 

There are two tracts of land, each of 
10,000 acres, under consideration for these 
colonists, one of them in Georgia on the 
Southern railway about half way between 
Atlanta and Columbus, and the other in 
Colleton county, South Carolina, not far 
from Charleston, The parties interested 
in the colonization scheme have both these 
tracts under consideration, and while they 
have not definitely decided which will be 
used, the chances are in favor of the Geor- 
gia tract, which offers the greatest ad- 
Vantages. 

The proposed colony is not to be on the 
cooperative plan, but the colonists will 
Start out each one for himself, somewhat 
On the order of the colony established 
some years ago at Fitzgerald; in Irwin 
county, This means it will stand much 
greater chance of success. The only two 
cooperative colonies ever established ig 
Georgia—that at Ruskin, in Ware county, 
and the commonwealth colony, near Co- 
lumbus—proved signal failures. 

A. H. Behling, of this city, will go to 
Wisconsin some time next month for the 
purpose of completing arrangements at 
that end of the line. By that time the de- 
Sired tract of land will have been secured 
and everything, he says, will be in readl- 
ness for the colonists to begin their voy- 
age southward. 

‘The rallroads,’’ Mr. Behling said, ‘“‘have 
offered every inducement to bring these 
colonists down here to settle upon what 
are now unoceupied and therefore unpro- 
ductive lands along their lines. It will 
build up the country, add to the business 
of the railroads and increase the value of 
Surrounding property, 

“The colonists, too, are anxious to come 
south to get away from the eold and 
bleak winters of the north, and many of 
those we have in view out in Wisconsin 
are already preparing to make the trip. 
They will engage in truck farming, fruit 
growing, stock raising and other pursuits 
usually followed by colonists in this sec- 
tion. There will be a township laid off 
with the farms of various sizes surround- 
Ing it, and the will be 
tracts of such they may desire 
on long time easy payments. These colo- 
nists will also engage making 
wine, as well as. butter and and 
other dairy products, They are all en- 
thusilastic over the venture, and all in- 
terested are contident it will prove a 
success,”’ 

The plan which the | Messrs. Behling 
have in hand is purely a business propo- 
gition. They are carrying business meth- 
ods into it and express confidenee that it 
will prove a success !n every repect. They 
expect to bring to Georgia not less than 
1,000 to 1,200 people, a number which will

SHAKESPEARE IS IN JAIL: 
IS HELD AS A LUNATIC 


in the Tower. ‘‘Rev.”’ Shakespeare 
he calls himself and he is held for 
lunacy. 

The‘‘Rev.’’ Shakespeare is from Eng- 
land, and he may probably be a descend- 
ant of the immortal bard. He does not 
claim that distinction, however, but mod- 
estly asserts himself to be a true Eng- 
lishman and a man who only wishes to 
evangelize the world. 

While the ‘‘Rev.’’ Shakespeare is said to 
be a lunatic, there is some doubt about 
his mind being unbalanced save on one 
subject, and that is religion. 

The Englishman with the noted name 
first appeared in Atlanta last summer 
and at once took an active part with the 
city missionaries. He was a good talker 
and at first impressed those who heard 
him as a very devout and deeply relig- 
ious man. He carried an cld, well-worn 
Bible with which he was remarkably fa- 
miHar. 

As time went on his talks became less 
connected and his discourses were often 
disjointed and rambling. The _ tendency 
to depart from his text became so mark- 
ed that his hearers and friends became 
suspicious of his meptal equiltbrium. 

His disconnected talk might have been 
borne with, but to this was added re- 
cently a very violent emphasis which he 
was prone to give to his lectures. He not 
only talked with a reckless candor to the 
sinners, but he would make too bold in 
his private talks to some of the elect. 
This became annoying and when he was 
remonstrated with he flew into passions. 

At last it was discovered that the 
“‘Rev.’’ Shakespeare was getting too dan- 
gerous to be at large and the police were 
called in last Friday to take him in 
charge. Officers Ozburn and Edgerly 
found Shakespeare at a city misston and 
escorted him to the barracks, where a 
formal charge of lunacy was entered 
against him. 

To a reporter of The Constitution the 
“Rev.” Shakespeare made a statement 
Saturday night. He said: 

“I Know they say I am crazy, but J 
am not. It is all on account of my preach- 
ing the word as I understand it. I don’t 
care what they say about me. Just let 
me keep this Bible in my hand and I 
care not if they cast me into dungeons. 
Many good men before my time have 
been burned as heretics and many have 
been thrown into prison because the

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Mark Twain’s Inventions. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Mark Twain has 
invented many imperishable characters 
in fiction, but is also the creator of three 
‘inventions’? of another kind. 

A patent issued in December, 1871, in 
his name, for ‘‘an improvement in ad- 
justable and detachat# straps for gar- 
ments,”’ introduced us to The buckle strap 
commonly used at the backs of waist- 
caats and trousers, but s0 made as to be 
buttoned on instead of sewed fast to the 
garment. Why anyone who loves ease 
as well as Mark Twain should have wish- 
ed to increase the labors of the toilet 
by needless unbuttoning and buttoning 
again is a mystery. He evidently does 
not care to solve it for us. He says 
simply that the advantages of such an 
adjustable strap ‘‘are so obvious that 
they need no explanation." 

His second patent, granted two years 
later, is still in use, though few persons 
who own a “Mark Twain scrap book’”’ 
suppose it to bear his name for any bet- 
ter reason than that which attaches the 
name of a noted man to a cigar or a 
traveling bag. 

There is a third patent, issued in 1885, 
for an invention far more elaborate than 
either of the others. This is described 
merely as a “game apparatus.”’ It pro- 
vides for two cards, known respectively 
as a “‘player’s chart’’ and an “umpiré’s 
chart,’ ruled off for writing the numbhere 
of a series of years, and with a hole op- 
posite each year.

Public Roads. 


In establishing an office of public road 
Inquiries, the obiect was to promote 
the improvement of public roads tnrough- 
out the cou@try. Efforts were first direct- 
ed to ascertain the condition of the 
Yoads, the state of public opinion in re- 
gard to their improvement, the obstacles 
in the way, and the best methods to 
be employed in securing better roads— 
such has been the work of this office 
up to the present.

Of the mer- 
chandise sent abroad during the year 65 
per cent originated on the farm. Of for- 
elgn customers for our agricultural prod- 
ucts, the United Kingdom stands first, 
taking over 50 per cent. The aext Most 
important markets are afforded by Ger- 
many, France, the Netherlands and Bel- 
gium in the order named. The section of 
foreign markets has begun the prepura- 
tion of a most comprehensive report on 
the character of our agricultural impor- 
tations received by the United Kingdom 
from countries other than the United 
States. The importance of this report is 
evidenced by the fact that, large as were 
our exports to the Untted Kingdom, they 
comprised only one-third of the foreign 
farm produce purchased by that country. 
Special statistics have been comptied 
by the section of foreign markets rela- 
tive to our trade in farm products with 
our new insular possessions. Our agri- 
cultural exports to Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines during the year comprised 
about 8 per cent of the domestic mer- 
chandise sent to these islands. Our im- 
ports of agricultural products from these 
islands exceeded our exports by just $50,- 
000, 000, 


Dietary Studies. 

The dietary studies, experiments in 
cooking, digestion and metabolism have 
been conducted in various parts of the 
United States in cooperation with exper- 
iment stations, agricultural, colleges and 
universities. The results ‘of nutrition in- 
vestigations already made should, the 
secretary thinks, be practically and ben- 
eficially applied to the feeding of men 
wherever ‘a considerable number of per- 
sons are to be fed on a systematic plan. 
He instances the hospitals for the insane 
in the state of New York, the annual cost 
of food for which is over $1,000,000 and 
states that of the $26,000,000 expended for 
100,000 persons maintained in the public 
institutions in New York state alone 
$6,000,000 is expended for food. He urges 
investigations to determine the best dlet- 
ary for the use of our soldiers and civil 
officers in tropical regions and states that 
a special appropriation of %,000 hes been 
asked for for the study of the food sup- 
ply and consumption of people living in 
the tropics. 


Congressional Seed Distribution. 

In regard to the congressional seed dis- 
tribution, the secretary states that he has 
endeavored to meet the wishes of con- 
gress inevery Way pcssible and to secure 
seeds of as high a character as can be 
obtained under the conditions under 
which the work is done. It has been ar- 
ranged to send out cotton seed, tobacco 
seed, sorghum seed and sugar bect seed 
and grasses and forage plants under the 
direct auspices of the department and 
not through the contractor.

Soil Survey. 

‘An extensive review of the work of soil 
survey shows that the areas surveyed and 
mapped during the year exceeded 3,500,000 
acres, making a total of nearly 
acres surveyed during the past two years. 
The field work,

or about 51 cents per hundred 
part of the expense has been paid by state 
organizations, and effective 
has been had with stations.

Macon Telegraph: As our readers 
know, there is room for the greatest ex- 
pansion in the production of both wheat 
and sugar.

As for 
Sugar, which is now largely confined to 
Louisiana, we have already shown that a 
better quality of cane is produced in 
southern Georgia and Florida and that 
the possibilities of the growth of this 
industry in those sections are unlimited. 
As we stated the other day, the unde- 
veloped sugar belt to the south of -us 
could produce $100,000,000 worth of sugar 
annually without glutting the home mar- 
ket, sugar to that amount being annually 
imported by the United States.

Plant Physiology and Pathology. 
Investigation. in plant physiology and 
pathology have been lately devoted to 
the studv of ecctton diseases, diseases of 
orchard fruits and of forest trees and con- 
struction timber. An interesting discovery 
to cotton growers is reported of a cow- 
pea resistant to the fungus that destroys 
the cotton roots. The cowpea being used 
in rotation with cotton, the securing a

Re- 
markable.success is reported in experi- 
ments in plant breeding to secure satnpleés 
of cotton resistant to wilt and other dis- 
eases. Numerous valuable hybrids have 
alse been developed. One from an Amer- 
ican upland cotton and an Egyptian va- 
riety promises to be greatly superior to 
either parent, The department has been 
for several years trying to secure by 
breeding a race of oranges resistant fo 
frost. A cross of hardy Japanese with 
the Florida sweet orange has resulted in 
the hardiest evergreen orange Known, and 
there is promise of ultimately securing 
a fruit both hardy and of good quality. 
Considerable success has also been at- 
tained in breeding raisin grapes resistant 
to the disease known as “‘coulure.”

Wireless Telegraphy. 

The vast extent of our sea and lake 
coasts and the intimate communication 
between the weather bureau stations of 
this department, which are distributed 
along these coast lines, and the vessels 
o“ commerce have induced me to author- 
ize persistent and systematic experi- 
mentation in etheric space telegraphy. 
Substantial improvements have been 
made during the past year in the depart- 
ment’s system. : 

The line of research has been divided 
into three classes: First, the perfection 
of a more powerful transmitter, in which 
the energy of radiation shall be greatly 
increased; second, the devising of a more 
delicaite receiver—one that would be pos- 
itive instead of depending upon an im- 
perfect and variable contact, as do all 
svstems now in use; and, third, the per- 
fection of a system of selective telegra- 
phy whereby messages may be differen- 
tiated and only the receiver that it ts 
desired shall receive the message may 
become responsive to the waves of ether. 

The first of these problems may be 
said to have been successfully solved, 
and a transmitter devised capable of ra- 
diating all the energy generated. The 
second is believed to be nearing a suc- 
cessful solution.

KYLE COURT-MARTIAL TO 
CONVENE NEXT THURSDAY 
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LIEUTENANT. COLONEL OS8CE- 
OLA KYLE. 
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COLONEL E. L. HIGDON. 
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Montgomery, Ala:, December 29.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—The courtmartial which meets in 
this city next Thursday its decidedly the 
most sensational incident in the history 
of the Alabama. national guard. While 
under the terms of the order ft is a gen- 
eral courtmartial for the trial of any 
causes that may be brought before it, it 
was really ordered at the instance of 
Colonel E. L. Higdon, of the Third reg- 
iment, for the purpose of trying Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Osceola Kyle, of the same 
regiment, on charges preferred by the 
colonel himself. These charges are ‘‘dis- 
obedience of orders, insubordination and 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman.’’ These serious charges grew out 
of a correspondence between the two offl- 
cers, begun by the colonel and ended by 
the Heutenant colonel. 

When Higdon was elected colonel of the 
regiment, Kyle was already lieutenant 
colonel and had been since its reorgani- 
zation after the Spanish war. Since that 
time Kvle thas not attended any meet- 
ing, encampment, muster or gathering of 
any sort. When Kyle failed last summer 
to respond to the order to go into camp 
Colonel Higdon wrote him as follows: 

“If vour duties are such that you can- 
not give the regiment the attention that 
is required of vour office, I shall certain- 
ly expect your resignation so that the 
officers of this regiment may elect a man 
who is willing to give some of his time 
and a little of his money to the advance- 
ment of the state militia. I have not 
yet taken this matter up with the high- 
er Officials in the military, as I wish 
first to hear from you on the subject, but 
if I fail to have a gatisfactory reply im- 
mediately, I shall at once take this mat- 
ter before the governor.”’ 

It seems that the lieutenant colonel 
had ignored all orders and communica- 
tions from the colonel until he received 
this one, but he replied at last and this 
is the letter which brought the situation 
to its present crisis. During the Span- 


'ish war, Higdon was colonel of the First 
| Alabama 


volunteers and Kyle was a 
major in the same regiment. A great 
deal of feeling developed against Higdon 
among the officers, over forty of whom at 
time joined in.a requést to him to 
resign. The story goes that the rank and 
file mostly sided with the colonel. At any 
rate, the regiment. finally disbanded 
amidst utter demoralization and with the 
colonel under a cloud. He set to work 
to vindicate himself and finally won the 
office of colonel in the same regiment 
which had been reorganized as the Third 
regiment of the national guard. It is 
these old Spanish war incidents to which 
Kyle alludes in his letter, the sensational 
parts of which are as follows: 

‘During the Spanish-American war when 
you had the misfortune to command the 
First regiment of Alabama volunteer in- 
fantry, and your incapacity for such a 
position had been demonstrated beyond 
all doubt, a committee consisting of 
Major Tom O. Smith, Major D. D. Mce- 
Leod (now dead), and myself, represent- 
ing forty-five out of fifty commissioned 
officers of the regiment, requested you to 
restgn as colonel and give way to a man 
who had the courage and capacity to 
fill the place. That you harbored this 
against me as an unpardonable sin I 
soon found out. You well remember that 
when the regiment a few weékKs later 


one 


! 


was mustered out of the service of the 
government, you, in defiance of the army 
regulations, attempted to place upon the 
discharges of Major Smith, Major Mc- 
Leod and myself, and of Captain Fitz- 
simmons, matter derogatory to us as offi- 
cers and gentlemen. You were deterred 
from doing this only by the threat of 
arrest and courtmartial. In taking ad- 
vantage of your official position by at- 
tempting to dishonor men the latchets 
of whose shoes you were unworthy to 
unloose, you acted in a mean, despicable 
and cowardly manner. After that I knew 
you for what you really are—what in 
common parnance is called a scrub.” 

The following extract from Colonel 
Kyle's letter refers to the coloneley which 
Higdon now holds: 

“Before you were declared elected colo- 
nel of the regiment (and with all your 
trading it is a matter of grave doubt 
whether you were legally elected), well 
knowing that no honor or credit should 
be expected while serving under you, I 
had publicly stated that if you were 
elected I would resign. Many of the com- 
missioned officers of the regiment re- 
quested me not to do so. I promised them 
I would not, and hence it is that you have 
been permitted once again to take ad- 
vantage of your official position to in- 
sult me. That you enjoy it 1 have no 
doubt. 

‘But I fling back in your teeth the in- 
sult you have offered. No brave man, no 
gentleman would have acted as you have 
done. And to show you that I do not 
fear you in any way, I positively refuse 
to resign. I presume you will be very 
much offended at the contents of this 
letter. I hope so—it is written for that 
purpose. I hepe your rhinoceros hide 
has at last been punctured. It will be 
several days before I am required to be 
absent from home. If you are personally 
dissatisfied with this letter, I will 
state that any communication will reach 
me here if sent in the next six days.”’ 

This remarkable letter bears date at 
Decatur, August 20, 1901. Every effort 
was made by friends to avert a court- 
martial, but in vain. To add to the sen- 
sational features of the case, Colonel 
Kyle is judge of the eighth circuit, a place 
to which he was appointed by Governor 
Jelks. The concluding sentence is con- 
strued as an invitation for a challenge 
under the code. 

The judge advocate is Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Graff J. Hubbard, of the First regi- 
ment. The sessions of the corurt will be 
held at the capitol. 

Under the statutes of the state the ex- 
treme penalty which could be imposed on 
Colonel Kyle, if found guilty, would be 
dismissal, a fine of $500 and imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for six months. 

The members of the court are Colonel 
R. B. DuMont, First regiment, Mobile; 
Colonel E. H. Graves, Second regiment. 
Sufaula; Lieutenant Colonel H. B. May, 
regiment, Montgomery; Lieuten- 
ant Colonel C. S. McDowell, governor's 
staff, Eufaula; Major E. M. Robinson, 
First regiment, Mobile. Colonel Higdon’'s 
friends are dissatisfied with the person- 
nel of the court and have indicated their 
purpose to open the case by objecting 
to its organization. Special objection is 
made to Major Robinson, whose rank is 
inferior to that of the officer on trial. 
Colonel Higdon’'s attorneys are Sterling 
Wood and G. H. Huddleston, of Birming- 
ham. Lieutenant Colonel Kyle’s first line 
of defense is forecasted to be that the 
letter was personal and not official.

‘They served her and 
she ruled them as a faithful mistress, It 
was a pure, patriarchal relation.

None, according to our ideas. Her on- 
ly books were the Bible and “Pilgrim's 
Progress,’ but she knew them by heart. 
Her language in her talk or letters was 
modeled on their wonderful English. All 
ot her thoughts were based on their 
thougrts. She kn2w nothing of the phil- 


| osophy of low. She never had read a 


novel or a play or. a scientific book; but 
she talked apart every day with Isaiah 
end with David; she went through life 
and met death with John and Jesus 
Christ. Mer compary, surely, was not 
ignoble. 


As for her knowledge, she knew men | 


and women. It never occurred to her to 
paint a pcture, or to make a political 
speech, or to dabble in science. Her er- 
rand into the world, she well knew, was 
to lift up human lives.

Memphis Commercial-Appeal: Great 
men ‘are proverbially kind to children, 
In proof of this statement here are true 
anecdotes of Ulysses 8S. Grant and Cor. 
nelius Vanderbilt. 

Long Branch was always a favorite 
resort with President Grant, and one 
summer, shortly after the close of the 
war, he staried from New York for the 
city by the sea.
